Be it ordained by the Board of Coun- 
cil of R.chmond, Ky., that paragraph 
orsubsectic.ii i of Section 39 of the 
Kvlaws and ordinances of Ihe City of 
Richmond. K\ , ent iled "An ordinance 
relating to Soft Drinks, fixing the 
li-:ens.. lee for and reguialiaff the lai.- 
thereof in the City of Richmond. Ky.." 
b< and the same is hereby amended and 
made to read as follows. The license 
fee for the sale of any such drinks in 
the City of Richmond. Ky., shall be as 
follows; 

Retail dealers in Soft Drinks, One 
T kousand Dollars per y.?ar, payable in 
advance, and every person, firm or cor 
pt rat ion now engaged or shall heresTier 
engage in the butinrss of selling or of 
feting to sell such drinks or any of them 
at retail shal] pay lo the City Treasurer 
an annual license fee of One Thousand 
dollars and all license fees imposed and 
collected under this ordinance shall be 
used for the general expense of The 
Ciyr Government* 

Provided however this ordinance 
shall not apply to any ordinary soda 
fountain, where none of the dr.nks 
herein before described are. sold, or to 
tbe sale of ordinary soda pop or Coca 
Cola when sold by a bona fide 

Any persons operating ui

Mr. Hillenmeyer, the noted Fayette 
county nursery mau has given out the 
fol.owiug concerning the fruit outlook in 
Keutucky: Fruit in Central Kentucky- 
is yet uninjured, ill auks to the recent 
heavy sleet. The fruit buds were de- 
veloped fast as a result of the days of 
rising temperature, but the cold wave 
came in time lo check nature's advance 
a. id the sleet that followed protected the 
buds. Central Kentucky is about due 
lor a good fruit crop, and the old adage 
of a heavy sleet, meaning a full fruit, is 
likely to be realized. The sleet told 
heavily on peach trees and many ayoung 
tree was almost barren of twigs when 
ihe weight of the ice lifted. Cherries, 
plums, pears, peaches and apples prom- 
ise abundant yields, while the straw- 
berry crop which last year was ruined by 
a lighl freeze in May. will probably, this 
year, make a record breaking yield. 
When the generally accepted theory of 
setting small fruits in the spring of the 
year and fruit and foliage trees in the 
fall, is considered the surest way, yet 
Vood results are obtainable in Ibe spriug 
of the year in setting out fruit trees, as 
in the fall. The pruning season is now 
on in full blast, in fact, il is neaing its 
close, and yet we venture ihe assertion 
dial many farmers and orchard i sis have 
ie« lect ed this important work. Prun- 
ing a tree or raspberry bush is as neces- 
sary as suckenng tobacco or thinning a 
hill of corn.
